The House Naval Committee make a 


startling report of the- condition of onr 
navy, which shows that this country >• 
practically without ft force on the ocean. 
The report, written by Representative 
Harris, first seta forth the result of a 
careful investigation made by the com- 
mittee to ascertain the present oondv 
tion, character, naeialaess and. capacity 


warlike purposes of each vessel 


named in the nary register. Introdno- 
hg this branch vf the subject in hand 
he report says: 


Small as the number of onr naval ves- 


sels is as compared with the other na- 
vies of the world, it is infinitely smaller 
n real fighting power; and it in time 
'or Congress and tha country to face 
ho fact and provide the remedy^ The 
information here presented may be un- 
welcome and humiliating, but national 
iouor and safety alike demand that the 
plain truth be told, to the end thai the 
people may be able to judge whether 
Congress has done its duty in providing 
for the national defence and for main- 
taining the honor of the American name. 


THE FIBST RATES. 


The committee then proceeded to nar- 


rate the dates and methods of construc- 
tion and the present condition of all the 
steam vessels in our navy, ship by ship. 
It was found that although the five 


first rates" now on the register—viz, 


the Colorado, Franklin, Minnesota, Ni- 
agara and Wabash—were originally the 
equals o/ any of their class in the world, 
they must now be cast as obsolete and 
piactically out of use as vessels of war. 
The committee says: 


It is probable that they might per- 


form some service in case of necessity, 
but they hardly could be relied upon as 
ciuising ships without the expenditure 
of large sums for new boilers, machin- 
ery, Ac., and for general repairs. It is 
apparent that thesa vessels, classed as 
the first rates of the navy, represent 
.very little of naval po^r, and in case 
of war, offensive or defensive, would 
take a very subordinate place. We class 
them as nou-combattants. 
So long as 


any of them can be made useful as re- 
ceiving, training or store ships without 
extensive repairs it may be wise to re- 
in'n them, but when, as has the Niag- 
ara, they cease to be useful for such 
purpose they should be promptly sold 
or broken up, and no money should be 
wasted on their care or preseivation. 
Longer to retain the Niagara on our 
uuvy register is worse than useless, it is 
a deception besides being a waste of 
public money, and the same may be 
said of many of the other Vessels classed 
as naval vessels on the register. 


SXCOND BATES. 


Of the twenty-seven "second rates," 


three, namely, the Connecticut and 
Pennsylvania at Boston and the Java 
at New York, are unfinished on the 
stocks, rotten and worthless; seven are 
"laid up in ordinary, unfit tor further 
use, nnd probably all unworthy of re- 
pair; two are undergoing repairs; three 
await repairs; one is in the stocks un- 
finished, but worthy of completion; one 
is a mere store hulK; one is disabled on 
itccouut of yellow fe\er,'' and only uiue 
out of the whole number of twenty- 
seven are now in condition ,for service. 


TBIBD BATES. 


Of the twenty-nine third rate steam- 


ers named in the register six are found 
to be laid up in ordinary, worthless for 
pawl purposes and should be sold or 
broken up to save the expense ol their 
care; bis are deemed worthy of repair 
sind are e ther undergoing or awaiting 
repairs; two are antiquated paddle-wheel 
steamer-> of obsolete type, expensive in 
use and of little, if any, value for 
strictly nuval purposes, and the remain- 
ing fifteen are lit for service.

—namely, the Constellation, the Consti- 
tution, the Jamestown, the Portsmouth 
and the Supply. * * * They are 
maintained in 
condition for service 


rather :is a matter of sentiment and 
from a feeling of veneration than be- 
cause of our present or prospective 
value which they possess as vessels of 
war. In case of war their safety and 
that of their officers and men would im- 
peratively require that they should be 
taken into port or under- the shelter oi 
forts ana out of the possible reach of 
modern puns.

A DISSOLVING VIEW. 


In concluding their detailed analysis 


of the "142 vessels of our navy, so 
called," the committee bring the results 
into tabular form to show, as they say, 
"what a dissolving view onr navy pre- 
sents." They continue: 


Here are forty-eight vessels and no 


more belr uging to the navy to-day cap- 
able of firing a gun, and of these five 
are old, obsolete sailing vessels. If to 
these we were to add the eleven steam 
vessels repairing or awaiting repairs 
the six ironclads repairing and awaiting 
repairs, the three steam vessels in ordi 
nary and the one unfinished second ratt 
steam vessel, and assume that they can 
all be made tit for duty, the whole navy 
of the United States would at any tin* 
number only sixty-nine vessels capabl 
of carrying gnus and doing naval duty 
Such un assumption, however, will no 
be n.ade by men cf ordinary judgment 
This is the whole of the navy of th 
United States, so far as it relates to 
fighting vessels. The fact may be disa 
grtjtmbte to contemplate and humiliut 
ing to American pride. In presenting it 
however, we do but discharge a dut; 
we owe to the House and to the people 
The remedy and responsibility are no 
with the committee. 


But we are weak in gnus as well ns it 


ships. We have less than two hunclre< 
and fifty guns afloat in our entire nav; 
and of these less than forty are rifled, 
few eight-inch, a few 100-ponudurs uuc 
a few UU-ponnders. All the rest are an 
liquated smooth bore. 


AT THE OPENING OF THE WAB. 


At the opening of the late war th

navy is greatly inferior in ships and
